To ehoosc a suitablc namc for a cliild has always 
bccn a matter of intercst for Muslim tumily. Whencvei 
a cliild is bom. parcnts scarch lor a good namc lor him 
or hcr. Islamic tcachings havc also cncoiuaged the 
Muslims to select a meaningful and good namc for their 
children. The Holy prophct * has changcd the names 
ol scvcral persons. bccausc thev carricd a bad sense. 

It is reported by Abdullah ibn Umar 5 •, ihc well- 
known Sahabi. that onc ofhis sisters was named 

(Asiyah) which mcans 'disobedienf. I hc Holy Prophct 
< changed hcr name to 'Jamilah' (bcautiful). 

Many seientists today havc admitted that the name 
of a person may influence h is 1 i I c. but the I loly Prophct 
has revcalcd tliis faet to his Ibllowers 1400 ycars 
aeo when he adviscd the Muslims to select good names 
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for their children. 

The names are also a source of identity of one's 

religion. Therefore, the Muslims have been naming their 
children after the prophets, the Sahabah (Companions of 
the Holy Prophet ) and the pious persons of the 
Islamic history. Their names have thus been reflecting 
their Islamic identity. Unfortunately, this aspect of our 
lives is being neglected by many Muslims who do not 
bother to pay any attention to the meaning or any other 
association attached to their names. In their eagerness to 
follow the modern trends, they some times select a name 
for their children which is totally meaningless or carries 
a bad meaning or has an un-Islamic background. 

For example, the female names like 'Tahmina', 
'Rubina', 'Nazli' have no meaning at all. The word 
'Naaheed' means a woman whose breasts are fully 
developed, and it is a shame to call a woman with this 
name. Similarly, some Muslims girls are named as 
'Naailah' which means calamity. Many boys are named 
as ’Parvaiz’ while 'Parvaiz' was the name ofakingof 
Persia who had torn the letter of the Holy Prophet # 
into pieces. It is shameful for Muslim to name his child 
after such an enemy of Islam. It is also seen in some 
Arab countries that a person is named j y-i 'Firaun' 

which is the Arabic title of Pharaoh, the tyrant of Egypt 
who persecuted the followers of Sayyidna 'Moosa' 
(Moses) «a, and w'as drowned in the sea as divine 
punishment. 

Some names found in our community are not 
correct, because they are based on superstitions or on a 
false belief. The names like 'Gnaws Bakhsh' or 'Rasool 
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Bakhsh' are some times adopted to indicate that this 
child is a gift given by a prophet or sufi. This belief may 
be tantamount to 'Shirk', because it is only Allah 
Almighty who can bless someone with a child. Nobody 
else has any such power. 

Some times the names are abbreviated in a manner 
tliat their accurate sense is totally changed and they fail 
in the ambit of Shirk. For example, the compound names 
like 'Abdurrahman', 'Abdurrazaq', 'Abdurrabb', are often 
abbreviated as 'Rahman' 'Razzaq' and 'Rabb' while 
'Rahman' 'Razzaq' and 'Rabb' are the holy names of 
Allah which are exclusive for Him alone and cannot be 
used for any other person. It is not permissible to call a 
human being with these names without a prefix of 'Abd' 
etc. But few people attend to this prohibition. 

In short, the selection of names for the children 
should not be taken lightly. It may bring serious results 
both in this world and in the Hereafter. 

However, the Muslims who are conscious of this 
fact need guide-book which can help them in selecting a 
suitable name for their children. Some brief booklets are 
found to serve this purpose, but a more comprehensive 
book was still needed, specially for the Muslims living 
in the Western countries. 

On my request, my son Mr. Muhammad Imran 
Ashraf Usmani who is a graduate of Darul-‘Uloom 
Karachi undertook this task and compiled the present 
guide-book to fulfill this need. 

He has collected the suitable names for the Muslim 
boys and girls from original Arabic resources, and has 
explained their meanings and their associations. Ali the

naines are arranged in an alphabetical order and if some 
names are non-Arabic, their origin has been indicaled 
before eacli. Wliere no such indication is found. it means 
that they are of Arabic origin.

It is hoped tliat it vvill assisl the 
Bnglish knowing Muslims in acquainting themselves 
witli good Muslim names and their meanings. May 
Allah bless this effort with His approval and mav make 
it useful for the Muslims and a source of His Pleasure in 
the Hereafter.

lt is indeed a happy occasion and plcasant momenl 
whcn parents a re blessed with a child. 1 lovvever the real 
pleasure can be acliieved and enbanced cven more il the 
m les of Shari’ah are adhered to and all meaningless 
traditions, rituals and customs are abandoned, wliich 
have not bcen approvcd by the Shari'ah; Almighty Allah 
has commanded us to act upon all the rules wliich have 
bcen mentioned in the l loly Qur'an or laid dovvn by the 
Mol j' Prophet or practiced by the blessed 

companions of the Holy Prophet 

Therefore, before embarking upon the main subject 
of ih is guide-book, I would like to give a briet aecount 
of some important rules of Shari'ah in this respect. May 
Almighty Allah give us all the Tmi/m/to act upon all 
the rules of Shari'ah.. 

AFTER THE BIRTII OF CHILD: 

The first thing that parents should do is to give the 
child a Ghusl (Islamic Bath). 

Then, the parents should request an Aalint or a 
pious person to give Azaan in the right ear and Iqaamat 
in the child’s left-ear. It is better that this noble act of 
worship (' Ibaadat) is undertaker b y an /lalim or a pious 
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person so that the Barakal (Blessing of Allah) can be 
conveyed to the infant , and in the absence of such 
people, this 'Ibaadat may be performed by any other 
Muslim. 

The benefit of giving Azacm and hjaamat is that the 
voice of Islam, the Greatness of Allah, the Oneness of 
Allah, and the message of the Holy Prophet will 
reach the depth of his heart and he is likely to grow up 
as a practicing, obeying Muslim.((juu 4ii*Lut) 

PRAYERS OF THIS BLESSED OCCASION:

TAHNEEK: 

Tahneek means: Placing a chewed piece of morsel 
in the mouth of an infant, preferably dates. Honey may 
be an ideal substitute for it. 

Since the Holy Prophet {&} made the Tahneek of 
two companions nantely Abdullah Ibne Zubair and 
Abdullah Ibne Talha ( U-$-p J.U; .ii ^^this practice of 
Tahneek has become Masnoon (the practice of the Holy 
Prophet (and like Azaan this 'Ibadah should be 

performed by a learned Aalim or a pious elder ofthe 
family; and in the absence of thesc people any male 
Muslim may do it. 

HA1R CUTTING; AQEEQAII ANI) NAMING THE 
CHILD: 

It is masnoon (preferablc) to Itave the baby's liead 
shaved. which is termed in Shari'ah as 'A(jeeqnh (1irsl 
shaving ol the liead) and to sacntlce m .mimui and to 
nnm e the cltild on the sevcnth da\ alter !u b„ti, 
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After cutting lho liair ofthe cliild . his renioved haii 
siiould be weighed and somc nioiicv ei|iiivalent lo lho 
wciulit o f tlic cliild's hair should be given in charils (as 
ScuIlu/hIi) to the ncedy pcoplc in or otil ol the laniilv: 
tlicn tlic liair should be buried. 

For tlic purposc of 'Ai/eeijah on lliis occasion two 
shccp or two goats for a boy and one slicep or onc goat 
for a u.irl should be sacriliccd; and its meat can be eaten 
bv t h e parents and tlic Family or can be distributed to the 
poor and ncedy pcoplc. 

It should be kept in mind tliat it is not mandatory lo 
sacrifiee two goats or shecp; it the parents cannot allord 
ihey can sacrifiee one goat or one shecp or they can 
contribute 1 /7th of a covv for a giri or 2/7th for a boy, il 
other partners are available either performing/k/m/t/// 
of tlieir own childrcn or perlorming annual sacrilice in 
/ulhijjah.

KIIATNAH OR CIRCUMCISION: 

Kluiliuili (Circumcision) before the age of seven is 
also a Sunnali (prcferablc practice) in Islam. 1 he cliild's 
healtli must be tak.cn inlo consideration before deciding 
to do Khalnah. 

BRF.AST- FEF.DING: 

Since the infant is an offspriiig ofthe niother. it is 
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her moral duty to feed the child. The mother's milk is the 
most initritious food for the child. The mother's milk 
nourishes the child physically and psychologically; it 
intluences his character, habits and senses; il strengthens 
the bonds of love, affection and intimacy between 
mother and child. It has other countless benefits also. 
therefore, all other artificial methods should be given up 
unless mother's health or other circumstances do not 
allow her to breast- feed. However she should always 
make sure that no Haram food (prohibited in Islam) is 
consumed by the child. 

The Dhikr and Bismillah should always be recited 
before the feeding. 

The maximum period of breast-feeding is two 
years. Islam does not allow the exceeding of this period. 

THE CHILD'S CLOTHING: 

Muslim males are restricted from dressing 
themselves like women, this is why their male children 
should not be dressed with silk, or deep red colored 
clothes and they should not wear gold. 

Parents should ensure that the children's dress is in 
an honorable and modest marmer, never imitatingthe 
styles of disbelievers. 

PRECAUTION AGAINST MISFORTUNE: 

In order to protect the children from physical and 
spiritual ills and to make them immune from Satanic 
influence, the following dua should be recited as often 
as possible and be blown on the child: 
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.*A' Js JS” 

1 seek protection by the perfect words of Allah 
from the evil of every devil and reptile, and from 
the evil of every revengeful eye. 

Aayatul Kursi and the four Quls may also be recited 
and blown on the child. 

NAMING THE CHILD: 

It is the infant's vested right to be honored vvith a 
good name. While choosing a name for the child, it 
should be remembered that names may influence the 
lives of a child . Here are some sayings (Ahadeeth) of 
the Holy Prophet »3%*' to shovv the importance of 
selecting a good and correct name:
